minutes after a fire alarm is 
sounded." Normally at least 
twelve volunteers respond to 
an alarm, and there are oc- 
casions when the group is 
called havand tha area dac- 
cribed above in the event of a 
major fire in another com- 
munity. Volunteers report to 
the “fire barn” as it’s called, 
located next to City Hall and 
each volunteer carries a 
picket pager for communica- 
tive purposes. 

Since December is the 
month the number of fire 
calls increase significantly 
(18 last year). Chief White 
outlined a number of pre- 
cautionary measures that 
businesses and homeowners 
should employ to minimize 
the risk of Hre. These in- 
clude: 

~—tmproper installation of 
wood burners and chimneys 
is a primary fire cause. Wood 
stoves should be installed in 
a garage or other home area 
safely away from combus- 
tible materials. Make certain 
your wood - burning unit is 
thoroughly checned prior to 
use and required mainten- 
ance measures taken. 

—Improper or lack of 
maintenance to regular home 
heating systems is risky. 
Heating units shouid de 
thoroughly checked in the 
Fall before cold weather sets 
in and necessary service 
work taken, 

—Homes should be kept 
clear of combustible ma- 
terials. Other fire-causing 
household items like defec- 
tive extension cords and un- 
necessary overloading of el- 
ectrical circuits should be

—Mobile home owners 
should check chimneys and 
outside caps carefully for 
rust or other damage. Heat 
exchangers should also be 
inspected. 

—Caution should be exer- 
cised when burning green 
wood in fireplaces or other 
wood burners. Burning large 
amounis of green wood 
causes a buildup of creosote 
in chimneys leading to com- 
bustion. 

-~Every home should have 
at least one smoke detector 
installed. These should be 
located near bedrooms su 
that sieeping occupants can 
be awakened if a fire occurs 
at night. 

—Every family should have 
a pre-determined evacuation 
plan in the event of fire. A

In attempting to put the “back to basics" movement into 
ferspective as far as the Crawlord AuSable Schools are concerned 
there are a few points I'll offer for your consideration. 

1. Why has the general level of performance on collage 
entrance exams dropped significantly on a national level during the 
past few years? 

: Probably the most significant factor here is a realization of 
wiv is taking the test. In the past 20 years there has been a 
tremendous increase in the percentage of high school graduates 
persuing a college education. Where college admissions use to be 
the top 20% or 25% of a typical graduating class now 40% to 50% 
are persuing college educations. When you add to that factor the 
number of minority students allending academic college who may 
fall below the 50% level and are taking college entrance exams you 
can really see why there is a shift downward in performance on the 
various tests (SAT, ACT, etc.). 

2. What about the expansiun of high school curriculum? Why 
do many of the new courses reflect a mavement away fram “basic 
education?” 


; ne are several factors involved. The most important appear 
0 be: 

A. Approximately 90% of today’s youth are completing their 
education as opposed to 60% several years ago. This means that 
schacis that were primatily cuiieye prepatatory oriented years ago 
had to begin meeting the needs on a larger scale of non college 
bound students. Consequently we've added pre vocational and 
vocational programs to give students a chance to explore various 
vocations and in many instances graduate with skills that would 
enable them to find employment in a skilled trade 

B. Michigan's Mandatory Special Education Act has required 
the addition of courses for mentally impaired. emotionally 
impaizved, and learning disabled students.

However, in spite of the fact that the variety of class offerings 
has been expanded in the past few years in the Crawford AuSable 
School system there has been no {fess regard for the development of 
basic skiils. Basic ski!) development in reading. mathemalics, and 
composition is our number one priority in curriculum development 
at all schoo! levels. In next weeks corner ! plan to discuss our 
ongoing orocess of curriculum development. rafinement, and 
assessment along with some new changes in our curriculum 
council that will provide for imput from tne Board of Education and 
the community.

From the Prosecutor's Office 


THE NEW MICHIGAN CONSUMER 
PROTECTION ACT 


by Kent and Davis 

Act number 331 uf the 1976 Session of the Michigan 
,tegisiaivte ciated what has hecome widely known as the new 
* Michigan Consumer Protection Act. This legislation became law on 
April 1, 1977 

Michigan, like many other states. has for some time had laws 
on the books against deceptive trade practices in the market place. 
The new Act appears to be an attempt to considerably broaden the 
gtcunds tor actionable consumer complaints and the power of the 
Attorney General's office to deal with them. 

Section Three of the new Act sts no less than twenty-eight 
methods. acts. or practices which, if used in the conduct of trade or 
commerce are uniawtul. A few prohibited practices, selected at 
random, are as follows: 

1. Representing thai goods or services are of a particular 
standard, quality, or grade, or that goods are of a particular style or 
model, if they are of another. 

2. Advertising of representing goods or services, with inten! 
not to dispose of those goods cr services as advertised or 
represented 

3. Representing thal a part, replacement, or repair service ts 
needed when if is not 

4. Failing to reveal a material fact, the omission of which tends 
to mislead or deceive the consumer, and which fact could not 
teasonably DE Known by the consumer, 

5. Charging the consumer a price which is grossly in excess of 
the price for whicn similar property or services are sold. 

The Act specifically exempts from liabitity conduct authorized 
by a proper administrative agency. The media is not liable for 
oublishing a deceptive advertisement, unless the owner. agent. or 
employee knew of reasonably should have known of tne decepitve 
character af the advertisement 

The State Attorney General and locat Prosecutors are given 
considerable power under the Act to investigate and deal with 
unfair of deceptive business practices. 

The Michigan Consumer Protection Act is an important piece 
of state legisfation and should be reviewed by both businessmen 
and consumers alike. If you would like a capy of the Act to peruse 
at your leisure. we suggest that you first contact your local state 
senator or representative. If you are unable to obtain a copy of the 
Act from your stale representative. your local Prosecutor's office 
will make copies available to interested persons to the degree 
possible

| also get tears in my ears for the 
lawyers who handled the lightbulb case 
against Detroit Edison. 

You may know the situation: A drug- 
store owner in Detroit sued Detroit 
Edison to stop a practice started in 1886 
to exchange light bulbs for customers. 
Some other utilities did the same thing. 
But no more. A federal judge has ruled 
if an imnrnner eynense levied on all its 
customers: in other words, the free light 
bulbs never were free. but the cost of 
the program was part of the company's 
expense base. 

Theoretically, with the free bulb 
program out the window, rates will be 
less. 

The judge has shot Santa Claus. Free 
light bulbs has been one of the last 
remaining sheer joys, like unused time 
on a parking meter. 

The court has not permitted any 
damages, but the poor lawyers who 
handled the case for 4 years have been 
working without pay. In other words, if 
they won the case. they can be paid: if 
they lost it, tough luck. They won, so 
now comes the payoff. 


in legal fees. which seems a whopping 
sum. But the lawyers aren't happy with 
that amount. They figure more like 
$1,575,000. Now that would nay fora lot 
of light bulbs. 

The legal figuring goes tike this: 
3.600 hours at $125 per hour. multiplied 
by 314 times because of the toughness 
of the case and itS win-or-no-pay 
feature. 

Where will those lawyer fees come 
from? Why. from Detroit Edison, which 
will wrap them into their expense base, 
which must be covered by rates, which 
come gut of the nockets af customers, 
who are losing their free light bulbs 
because of expense. etc.. etc.. etc. 

That's another reason | get tears in 
my ears quite often.

State Highwaymen Ready For Winter 


Shuddering with memory of 
last winter's recor¢e-shattering 
winds, snow, ice and cold, Mi- 
chigan’s chief of maintenance 
for state highways reports he 
and his men are better primed 
than ever for their annual hartle 
with Old Man Winter, 

“We have completed a series 
of training sessions for our men 
throughout the state and are 
confident that we can keep all 
state highways reasonably pas- 
sable, no matter what the 
weather is," said Thomas R. 
Wiseman, engineer of mainten- 
ance for the Department of 
State Highways and Transpor- 
tation. “Our confidence is sup- 
ported by continually refined 
procedures, improved equip- 
ment for snow and ice removal 
and — perhaps most important 
of all — the pride and deter- 
mination our men have in keep- 
ing highways open,” 

Wiseman quipped that his 
confidence is further supported 
with the expectation that “this 
winter can't possibly be as bad 
as last winter.” 

The Department's final bill for 
statewide snow and ice removal 
iast year waS a whopping 
$18,161,511, some $1 million 
more than the previous record; 
and nearly $5 million more than 
the average for the previous five 
years 

With fingers crossed. Wise- 
man said the budget for this 
years winter maintenance pro- 
gram has been established at 
315.909.115, of $2.2 million less 
than last winter

Wiseman 
said. “This occurred day after 
gay in many areas of Michigan. 
especially in areas along the 
Lake Michigan shoreline.” 

The task was further compli- 
cated by prolonged sub-freezing 
temperatures. making the win- 
fer of ‘76-77 the harshest on 
record. 

Wiseman said a ‘careful. 
curtailed salting prograin” for 
state highways will be in effect 
again this winter. A year ago. 
the State Highway Commission 
ordered less use of de-icing salt 
on nmighways whenever and 
wherever passible, not only 
because of soaring costs tur 
salt but because of increasing 
environmental concerns 

“With new and improved 
snow removal equipment and 
procedures. we believe we can 
do an adequate jot ard at the 
same tune reduce SaUNG Cpeta- 
tions,” Wiseman said. “We will 
continue to salt or sand fills, 
curves and intersections out 
will curtail salt operations on 
straight stretches of highways 
during storms.” 

The Department is respon: 
sibte for snow and ice removal 


on 9.400 miles of state high- 
ways. To accomplish this. the 
Department staffs its own main- 
tenance garages in 21 of Michi- 
gan’'s 83 counties and contracts 
with 62 county road commis- 


cinne and 18R municing 


ine tar 
suuw i€inuval un siaie fyi 
ways in their respective juris- 
dictions. That adds up to a force 
of several thousand men. 

in addition to state highways. 
the state’s 83 county road 
commissions are responsible 
for snow removal on approxi- 
mately 86.000 miles of county 
roads. Municipalities remove 
snow on approximately 18,7000 
miles of streets. 

Wiseman admitted the mil- 
lions of dollars spent on snow 
removal “titeraily goes down the 
drain.” 

“The real question.” he said. 
‘is what would tt cost not to 
remove snow?” 


Wiseman nofed that this 
winter will mark the 60th anni- 
versary of Michigan's formal 


program to keep state highways 
passable during winter. It all 
began in the winter of 1917-18. 
during World War tl. when the 
state had to keep roads open for 
delivery of war material destin- 
ed for combat zones overseas 

Since then. Michigan has 
seen a vast increase in highway 
mileage and generally harsher 
winters, Dut also much improv- 
ed snow removal equipment and 
techniques
